He was not sure he could see 
both factions tomorrow, but he 
gaid he would try. 

“I hope to get together with 
the parties just as soon as I can 
arrange it,” he said, “and cer- 
tainly by tomorrow, I'll be able 
to meet first with one side, then 
the other.” 

The President and Wilson be- 
gan their talks last night, explor- 
ing the possibility of allowing the 
steel industry a series of flexible, 
staggered price increases to meet 
wage rises needed to head off a 
sirike now set for April 8. 

They concluded their talks at

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 24 
—-After ‘burying the dead, resi- 
dents of tornado-devastated areas 
in six states began rebuilding 
their homes today. | 

Hammers pounded, trucks rum- 
bled in with cargoes of lumber 
and bulldozers chugged away at 
piles of debris as the Red Cross 
listed 235 dead, 1100 injured, 957 
homes demolished and 1391 
houses damaged. 

The latest death toll by states 
was: Arkansas, 131; Tennessee, 


Kentucky, 8; Alabama, 5. 

The swirling windstorms began 
Friday afternoon in Arkansas, 
twisted Friday night across ‘the 
southeast corner of Missouri and 
into Tennessee and Mississippi, 
and hit Saturday in Kentucky and 
Alabama. Skies cleared today, 
but temperatures in the 30s added 
to the hardships of the thousands 
of homeless. 

Damage in Millions. 

It was too early to estimate 
the amount of damage resulting 
from the worst barrage of tor- 
nadoes.in 20 years, but Red Cross 
experts said it would run into 
millions. 

Arkansas, which was the state 

hit hardest, has no fund for emer- 
gency relief, and Gov. Sid Mc- 
Math appealed to President Tru- 
man for federal rehabilitation aid. 
The President ordered an imme- 
diate survey of damage in: the 
stricken areas. 
Senators J. W. Fulbright and 
John L. McClellan of Arkansas 
and a number of House members 
flew from’ Washington today to 
check on the state’s storm-bat- 
tered areas. They were accom- 
panied by Housing Commissioner 
P. F. Seward. 


The Salvation Army helpéd} 
with emergency assistance. 

To care for needy victims the 
Red Cross increased its national 
disaster fund by $5,000,000. Cath- 
olic Bishop Albert L. Fletcher 
contributed $1000 to the relief 
fund and sent another $1000 to 
aid the stricken in White county, 
Ark.

Wrecked Store Looted. 

But the disaster set off less 
generous impulses, too. While op- 
erators of the Meacham & Don- 
nell general merchandise store at 
Judsonia, Ark., were helping res- 
cue injured townspeople and re- 
cover bodies of the dead Friday 
night, some one dug into ruins 
of the store, found the cash reg- 
ister and stole more than $150, it 
was reported. 

National Guardsmen are pa- 
trolling the disaster area to guard 
against looting. 

Not one building in Judsonia 
escaped damage, and most of the 
stores and homes were destroyed. 
Even the cemetery felt the force 
of the wind. Uprooted treés 
knocked down many tombstones, 
and workmen labored last night 
to clear debris so that mass fu- 
neral services could be held this 
morning. 

Two Imprisoned by Debris. 

When the tornado struck the 
town of 1200 residents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Smith ran into an old 
vault in the back of their beauty 
shop. The wind wrecked the 
building and debris blocked the 
vault door, so that the Smiths, 
imprisoned for almost an hour, | 
narrowly escaped suffocation be- 
fore they were rescued. 

Although hurt himself, Dr. Ed- 
ward Felts, Judsonia’s only phy- 
sician, worked all night treating 
the injured. 

“I noticed the young doctor 
kept holding the back of his neck 
with his right hand, and used 
only the left hand in giving first 
aid,” Edward Dennis, driver for 
an undertaking establishment, 
related.

Saturday morning, when he said 
his neck was so sore he thought 
he would have to get treatment.

and defense policies. . 

These sources said the general’s 
television report will declare that 
Western Europe is now strong 
enough to stand up to Russian 
attack and will make it clear 
that he is no longer “indispens- 
able” in his present job as su- 
preme commander of North At- 
lantic Treaty fofces. 
Eisenhower’s headquarters 
called a closed meeting of report- 
ers and photographers today to 
discuss shooting the television 
pictures of the report closing his 
first year-in the NATO post. 
The sources are convinced that 
Eisenhower will ask President 
Truman or the Defense Depart- 
ment about April 2 for relief from 
his job and return to the United 
States about May 15 to make 
kngwn his stand on domestic and 
international issues. , 

Probable Schedule. 
They believed he would: 
1. Use the April 2 television 
broadcast to teil why Europe's 
defenses against possible Russian 
attack are now strong enough to 
let him ask permission to leave..

“(3) Authorize additional im- 
migration into this country, on 
a limited basis, to aid in alleviat- 
ing the problems created by Com- 
munist tyranny and overpopula- 
tion in western Europe.” | 

Move to Aid Specialists. 
No estimate of the cost of the 


emergency 
ation was given. The 
message suggested immigrants be 
brought in at the rate of 100,000. 
a year. / 

The message followed a presi- 
dential directive yesterday alloca- 
ting $4,300,000 of mutual security 
funds for immediate use to take 
able-bodied men and specialists 
escaping from behind the Iron 
Curtain into the military forces 
supporting the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

In a letter to W. Averell Harri- 
man, Mutal security administra- 
tor, Truman approved this first 
expenditure under the so-called 
Kersten amendment. which arn- 
thorizes the use of up to $100,000,- 
000 for this purpose. 

Another $2,900,000 for the same 
purpose is expected to be ob- 
tained from private contributors 
and other sources, a letter from 
Harriman to the President re- 
vealed. 

(The New York Herald Tribune 
said authorization of funds for 
civilian conduct of refugee-screen- 
ing reflects dissatisfaction with 
military handling of the program 
to rescue top scientific brains 
from Iron Curtain countries.) 

Truman’s Plea to Congress. 

“Communist tyranny has taken 
up where Hitler’s brutality left 
off,” the President declared in 
his immigration message. As a 
result of repressive measures, 
“some 15,000 to 20,000 Germans 
are slipping over the border from 
the Soviet zone of Germany and 
crossing into Western Germany 
every month,” he said. 

“From the Communist coun- 
tries to the south and east the 
movement to Free Europe is 
smaller, but still they come, at 
the risk of their lives, past bor- 
der guards and through mine 
fields,” he continued.

LAKEWOOD, Wis., March 24 
(AP)—Two 5-year-old -youngsters 
perished in the winterbound wil- 
derness of the Nicolet National 
Forest after becoming lost in a 
storm, but a 3-year-old girl was 
found alive today, huddled with 
her dead companions in an aban- 
doned outhouse. 

Mary Ann Church was found 
alive at 10 a.m. today by two 
searchers snowshoeing through 
the heavy rew snow, and rushed 
to Dr. J. F. Dougherty at Suring 
by sherif*’s officers. 

Dr. Dougherty said she recov- 
ered consciousness, drank a little 
milk and greeted her mother, then 
was sent to a hospital, where her 
condition is fair. 

Sheriff Joseph Foral, said that 
searchers at first thought “a 
spark of life” was left in the 
other two children, but they were 
pronounced dead by the assistant 
coroner. 

The dead were Mary Ann’s sis- 
ter, Cathy, and their cousin, 
Steven Kennedy, both 5. 

The three youngsters were 
found huddled in an outdoor tol- 
let on the grounds of a winter- 
closed resort. 

They had been missing #ince 
mid-afternoon Saturday, and have 
been sought by 700 snowshoe- 
borne’ searchers.

‘Glad to Be Home Again’ Is Theme of Nos- 
talgic Address— Speaks of ‘Ghosts 


Navy Blue.’ 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 24 
(AP) — Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
ducked political talk and spoke 
nostalgically of recapturing ‘his 
youth, of gratitude and doubt 


during a five-hour visit yesterday 
to this city of his birth. 
The theme of his trip was “I'm 
glad to be home again.” 

Gen. MacArthur did not, by 
word or action, touch on his 
speech Saturday at Jackson, Miss., 
in which he said the Administra- 
tion “is preparing us for-war in 
Europe.” He said the country 
was plunged, unprepared, into the 
Korean war and pictured the Ad- 
ministration and its policies as a 
path to the ruin of the country. 
The MacArthur party—includ- 
ing his wife and their 13-year-old 
son, Arthur—flew in yesterday 
morning from Mississippi. 

Party Goes to Church. 
They went ‘directly to Christ 
Episcopal Church where the 72- 
year-old general was christened 
in 1880. Actually, it was another 
building, but the site was the 
same. His father, Capt. Arthur 
MacArthur, was stationed here in 
1880 when the general was born. 
The Rev. J. Hodge Alves, 
Christ Church rector, delivered a 


Lenten sermon. Already planned, 
it wasn’t changed for the Mac- 
Arthur visit. 


After church, the MacArthurs 


were taken to MacArthur park, 
where the general inspected his 
birthplace, dedicated a rose gar- 


den and addressed a crowd of 
some 9000. 

In his speech, MacArthur said 
he had drawn inspiration during 
many lonely and difficult mo- 
ments of doubt from the unfail- 


ing confidence and support “you 
have given me throughout the 
years of my absence in the serv- 
ice of our country.” 

He. said that to him the mem- 
ory of the days gone by “is a 
land of used to be, watered by 
tears and coaxed and caressed by 
the smiles of yesterday.” 

He spoke of the “ghosts in 
khaki and olive drab, navy. blue 
and air corps gray ... forgotten 
songs ... bugles sounding rev- 
eille, drums rolling, sirens, .guns, 
bombs, the rattle of musketry and 
the still white crosses. 

“And, I have come back from 
whence I started. For me the 
shadows are deepening.” 

The MacArthur party left Lit- 
tle Rock about 4 p.m. En route to 
New York, the plane developed 
mechanical trouble shortly after 
leaving Knoxville, Tenn. After 
retaurning to that city, the plane 
was repaired and resumed its 
flight at 11:35 p.m. 

One reporter met MacArthur 
at La Guardia Field. 

Asked about a statement last 
night by Columnist Drew Pear- 
son, who said the general had 
decided to make “an all-out race” 
for the nomination and “throw 
his hat in with full force” to 
block Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er, MacArthur replied: 

“I never comment on anything 
Mr. Pearson says.” ? 

He entered a limousine for the 
drive to his hotel, then called the 
reporter back. The general point- 
ed to his cap and asked: 
“You look at me ... Do you 
see where my hat is?” | 
MacArthur did not reply when 
asked if he intended to keep his 
hat where it was.

vey, Inc., contending the return 
was taxable at income rates, of 
85 to 90 per cent. 

Klein said he was surprised 
when he first heard that Grune- 
wald had taken an interest in the 
case. He also said he never asked 
Maloney, who is Grunewald’s law- 
te! to take any action in his be- 

alf. 

Klein said he had never met 
Bridges, who also intervened with 
the Internal Revenue Bureau in 
his behalf, according to Maloney’s 
testimony last week. 

Suspected Rival’s Influence. 

Representative Curtis (Rep.), 
Nebraska, asked Klein: 

“Did you have a feeling that 
any outside influence — outside 
the Government — was being ex- 
erted in connection with your tax 
matter?” 

Klein said he did have such a 
feeling. He thought a competitor 
“might be anxious” to drive him 
out of the market.

Israel is making a meticulous ef- 
fort to guard the rights of Chris- 
tian and Moslem minorities com- 
prising about 12, per cent of the 
country’s population. In Christian 
churches and Moslem mosques 
that dot tke countryside, worship 
is completely free in this pre- 
dominantly Jewish state. 

Nazareth, once the home of the 
holy family, remains a center for 
Roman Catholic, Baptist and 
Greek orthodox religious institu- 
tions and one of the tourist at- 
ractions recognized by Israeli 
leaders. 

Israelis explain that hundreds 
of thousands of immigrants to the 
new state have suffered persecu- 
tion in European and Asian coun- 
tries and that Israel will do every- 
thing within its authority to pre- 
vent persecution here. 

Of a total population of 1,500,000 
persosn, about 120,000 are Mos- 


lems, 40,000 are Christians .and 


15,000 are Druzes. 
In Nazareth alone, there are 
15,000 Christians and 5000 Mos- 


lems.

The Baptists have a school with 
315 students and an orphanage of 
about 50 in Nazareth, 

“We get along just fine,” says 
the Rev. Elmo Scoggin, who grew 
uy near Asheville, N.C., and re- 
cently was a pastor at Canal 
Point, Fla. “I am continually im- 
pressed by the tolerance of the 
Jewish state which permits us to 
come here and attempt to convert 
residents to Christianity, 

“We go to the capital city and 
argue for more foreign exchange 
with other religious leaders.

Sundra Dies at 40; Pitcher Was 


15-Game Brownie Winner in ’43 


CLEVELAND, March 24 (AP)—Steve Sundra, former New York 
Yankees pitcher, died here yesterday. He was 40. 


Sundra, suffering from an un- 
disclosed incurable disease, was 
flown here from his home in At- 
lantic City, N.J., two wéeks ago 
to spend his last days with his 


3 father, Michael. ; 


Sundra’s weight dropped to 75 
pounds during his illness. During 
his playing days he weighed 185 
pounds, and went up to 215 when 
he retired from baseball in 1946 
to do construction work. 

Sundra pitched major league 
ball for New York, Washington 
and St. Louis in the American 
League. 

Besides his brother and father, 
Sundra leaves his two sons, 
Stephen Richard Jr. 10, and 
Joseph 6. He was divorced. 

A native of Luxor, Pa., Sundra 
started his baseball career in 
1932 -in the Cleveland Indians’ 
farm system with Burlington of 
the Mississippi Valley League. He 
also saw service with ‘Quincy, 
Mass. Toledo, Minneapolis, 
Zanesville and Newark before 
making a brief major league 
debut with the Yankees in 1936. 


In 1938 he won six . against 
four losses for the Yankees and 


the next season he won 11 of : 


the 12 games he pitched to lead 
the American League in percen- 
tage, .817. 

In 1940 he slumped:for a 4-6 
record, and on his thirtieth birth- 


day, March 27, 1941, he was sold | Goa 


to Washington. 

He won nine of 22 decisions 
for the Nationals in 1941 and was 
sent to the St. Louis Browns in 
June, 1942. His record that year 
was 9-6. . 

One ef his best performances 
came in 1943 when he won 15 
games for the Browns, against 11 
losses. He had won his first two 
starts in 1944 when he was draft- 
ed into the Army. He was dis- 
charged- in 1946, but could not 
regain his old power and was 
reelased by the. Browns after a 
one-month trial period.

| U.S. Needs Allies. 


To meet this threat, the United 
States must pursue a policy of 
collective security, the Depart- 
ment asserts, adding: “We can- 
not go it alone.” 

American policy is designed to 
keep the peace, the department 
further declares. 

“Now and then some American 
loses patience and calls for a ‘pre- 
ventive war.’ But the concept of 
preventive war is intolerable to 
Americans. It is a violation of 
our fundamental moral and legal 
principles. 

“A ‘preventive war would be 
like the preventive suicide of ‘the 
man who jumps off a bridge be- 
cause he is afraid of death.” 

Drafted at Truman’s Request. 

Today’s pamphlet was prepared 
by the State Department at Pres- 
ident Truman’s request. 

“It tells how our foreign policy 
is made, what it is and how it 
works,” Truman writes in a fore- 
word. “I urge every American 
to read this report,” he adds in 
a separate statement. — 

The pamphlet gives the ABCs 
of American policy on most of the 
major issues of world politics, in- 
cluding Korea, German rearma- 
ment, the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, the Mutual Security 
Program, the United Nations, Dis- 
armament and the Middle East 
command. 

Aims in Korea. 


. 

The State Department reaf- 
firms, in the pamphlet, the policy 
of trying to prevent the spread of 
the Korean war. 

“Spreading the conflict beyond 
Korea would be the surest way of 
bringing on a third world war, 
rather than preventing it,” the 
department says: 

“We went into Korea to help 
stop a specific aggression threat- 
ening both our particular inter- 
ests in the Pacific and our gen- 
eral interest in world security. 
We acted because it was the only 
way of protecting our own. na- 
tional security.” 

The Reds’ announced aims were 
“to gonquer the Republic of Ko- 
rea and to drive the U.N. forces 
into the sea _n the process. Sur- 
cess would have brought ,them 
within easy striking distance of 
the heart of Japan. 

Setback for Reds. 


“These aims have been frus- 
trated. The Cammunists them- 
selves have accepted the présent 
battle line as the military demar- 
cation zone in the armistice 
negotiations. In other words, the 
aggressors have not pushed us 
into the sea and have actually 
ended up behind the thirty-eighth 
parallel from which the aggres- 
sion started. 

“The Communists have suffered 
the staggering total of more than 
1,500,000 casualties, the cream of 
their armies. Their own econo- 
mies have been badly hurt by the 
U.N. strategic embargo and their 
ability to start treuble elsewhere 
has been somewhat reduced, at 
least for a time. 

“The U.N. forces have not de- 
stroyed all the power of China. 
That was not their job, and to 
have attempted it might have 
precipitated World War III. The 
U.N. forces. have repelled the 
aggression that they went to Ko- 
rea to repel.” 


On Rearming Germany. 

The Communist aggression in 
Korea demonstrated the neces- 
sity of rearming Germany, the 
department declares. 

“Some people have asked why, 
only seven years after the West- 
ern powers set about disarming 
Germany, they are willing to per- 
mit Western Germans to put on 
uniforms again,” the Department 
notes. : 

“Such was not the original in- 
-tention of the United States Gov- 
ernment and its wartime allies,” 
it says. “But with the refusal of 
the Soviets to permit German 
unification and with the develop- 
ment of strong military units in 
East Germany under Communist 
control, the defense of Western 
Germany became a practical ne- 
cessity. 

West Needs Germany. 

“The idea of a permanently 
neutralized Germany, its security 
guaranteed by the other major 
powers, has a tempting appear- 
ance. A number of people in 
the west have been attracted 
by it. Sd have a good many high 
officials in East Germany and 
Moscow.

However, the Department de- 
clares, “for Western Europe the 
year 1951 was a period of prog- 
ress and growth. In the short 
span of one year the nations of 
the North Atlantic area were able 
to create both an organization and 
a spirit capable of defending the 
area.” 

One of the great problems 
which still confront Western Eu- 
rope is the achieving of a greater 
degree of unification, the State 
Department says. 

On Union for Europe. 

“Gen. Eisenhower still suffers 
much» the same handicaps that 
Gen, Washington had in 1775, 
when Washington worked under 
a Continental Congress that had 
too little authority to be fully 
effective.

“This campaign threatens to 
deprive those struggling millions 
of all hopes of freedom, to sell 
them into slavery. It threatens -to 
absorb the manpower and vital 
resources of the East into the 
Soviet design for world conquest.

“Where the governments of 
these countries are striving to 
consolidate free and stable polit- 
ical institutions, to build up their 
military ‘defenses and to raise 
their standard of living, we can 
and should help them. 

“The Mutual Security Program 
is supplying arms and economic 
strength to various countries in 
the Far East that are standing up 
under threat of Communist ag- 
gression.

On the 
economic side it is providing some 
of the most urgently needed ma- 
chinery and tools, with technical 
advice in agriculture, industry, 
health and governmental admin- 
istration.

F PRESIDENT HARRY TRUMAN does in the end decide to run

Some southern strategists make 
no bones about it.

The Southerners expect to take 
at least 98 electoral votes with 
such a candidate as Gov. Alan 
Shivers of Texas, and the South’s 
whole quota of 129 votes if Sena- 
tor Richard Russell of Georgia 
agrees to become the southern 
candidate. 

This means that either Taft or 
Truman would have to beat the 
other by a decisive majority of 


as much as 266 electoral votes 
to 136, and at least 266 to 167, 
in order to be elected. If Taft | 
and Truman ran even fairly close, | 


no one would be elected, and the

History is nat very helpful in | 
forecasting. what might happen 
hen. The election has been 
thrown into the House twice in 
the past. The“first time was in 
1800 when Thomas Jefferson and 
Aaron Burr tied in electoral votes. 
The second time was in 1824 after 
the passage of the Twelfth 
Amendment when Andrew Jack- 
son led the ballot with 99 votes, 
but failed to get the necessary 
majority. 

Neither of these previous crises 
provides an exact precedent, 
partly because the twentieth, or 
“lame duck” amendment, has 
been passed in the meantime and 
partly because other circum- 
stances were so different. 

On both these past occasions, a 
third party acted as a catalyst, 
breaking the constitutional log- 
jam. In 1800, this role was played 
by Alexander Hamilton, who 
hated Jefferson, but hated Burr 
much more. When Hamilton. fi- 
nally backed Jefferson, Jefferson 
was elected after six days of 
tense, bitter balloting during 


which the young republic seemed 
in danger of coming apart at the 
seams.

All this in a state which the experts, national 
and local alike, had entirely discarded. Yet 
what happened put the G.O.P. race in: a very 
different setting and there are many who now 
find in it “the clear-cut call to political duty” 
to which Gen, Eisenhower should respond by 
coming home. 

These early failures may save the political 
dopesters in 1952.

An echo of the admonition in its title has 
been heard, though it is a distant echo, coming 
all the way'from Burma. The Burmese Prime 
Minister, Thakin Nu, has decided to drop the 
Thakin, a title meaning “Master,” by which he 
has been known some 20 years. He says from 
now on to call him plain U Nu, which is the 
Burmese equivalent of “Mister.” 

It seems an odd coincidence that it shduld 
be two musical comedies with as similar names 
as “Call Me Madam” and “Call Me Mister” that 
should be the ones thus to reverberate in the 
political arena. We guess we will just have to 
call them prophetic. : 
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Books to Piercé a Curtain 

The Gest Oriental Library at Princeton Uni- 
versity, just opened to its first public showing, 
is a bright example of scholarship pursuing its 
way serenely despite the distractions of a pass- 
ing moment. 

China is the subject of the collection made by 
the late New York engineer and contractor, 
Guion M. Gest. That country is currently hidden 
behind the Bamboo Curtain. Its political leaders. 
imitating their teachers at Moscow, breathe out 
fiery hatred of the United States and all the 
democratic West. Still in New Jersey knowledge 
of China over the centuries is brought together 
and the labors of putting it to use begin. Labors 
like these are among the best hopes that mutual 
understanding will eventually bring accord and 
the prospects of peace: between China and the 
democracies. Presiding over the Princeton col- 
lection is one of the greatest scholars of present- 
day China, Dr. Hu Shih, former Ambassador to 
the United States. 

The opening of such a vast reservoir of under- 
standing would have been an occasion of amaze- 
ment for Commodore Matthew Perry if that dis- 
tinguished gentleman could have seen it. When 
he was dispatched to Japan, then behind its own 
age-old curtain, 100 years ago this year, he 
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Squeeze on Public Housing 
It is up to the Senate in Washington to repair 


starts for the next fiscal year to 5000 homes for 
the entire nation. 

President Truman asked for 75,000 public 
housing units, or less than 8 per cent of the total 
home building program for 1953. The House 
Appropriations Committee cut the figure to 
25,000 and now the House has divided that by 
five. 

Budget economy is not the motive for this cut. 
Since’ public housing is financed largely by pri- 
vately floated bond issues, the budget outlays 
saved by trimming this program to the vanishing 
point would be relatively slight. As a matter of 
fact even the President’s 75,000-home program 
would permit the public housing accounts to 
show an excess of receipts over expenditures. 

The real reason for the cut is the continuing 
warfare of private real estate and building in- 
terests against the public housing program. That 
guerrilla campaign by the real estate lobby must 
be answered by citizens who realize that low- 
rent housing is a vital part of the over-all task of 
community development and housing improve- 
ment. 

In St. Louis a splendid impetus to the forma- 
tion of such a public opinion was given last 
week by the Institute of Housing sponsored by 
Washington University. The Institute made it 
clear that all kinds of enterprise must be utilized 
if cities like St. Louis are to take the path of 
progress instead of decay. We hope Mayor 
Darst and other representatives of St. Louis 
opinion will let the Senate know in unmistakable 
terms that the public housing program should 
be restored to a significant level. 
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New Approach in Korea 

There seems to be just a little more hope 
for the Korean truce talks now that both the 
United Nations and the Communist negotiators 
have agreed to secret discussions of the stubborn 
war prisoners issue. 

Perhaps the negotiators should have tried a 
“no news” approach weeks ago. So long as 
all proceedings were being publicized, it was 
inevitable that both sides should talk more to 
the world at large than to each other. Conces- 
sions were difficult because they might be 
interpreted as a retreat from the more or less 
extreme positions with which such talks usually 
start. This was particularly true of the Commu- 


‘nists with their Asiatic obsession for face-saving. 


It is hard to see how either side can lose any- 
thing by the new method. And it ought to be 
a little easier on those directly concerned, the 
prisoners and their relatives. For them, there 
will be less blowing hot and blowing cold. The 
fate of the prisoners is perhaps the most human 
of all considerations involved in the truce talks, 
and anything which holds any promise of a sat- 
isfactory settlement must be welcomed. 
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Portrait of Government 


The Senate Committee on Government Opera- 
tions has published a fascinating chart of the 
organization of the executive branch, listing all 
the agencies and departments with the number 
of persons employed by each. 

It shows a total of 2,484,510 employes. Of 
these, 1,276,927, or just about half, are employed 
by the Department of Defense. Another 511,609 
are employed by the Post Office. That leaves 
some 695,000 persons to carry on all the other 
functions of a farflung government. 

Of these, 178,000 devote themselves to the 
affairs of war veterans through the Veterans 
Administration. Another 53,000 are directly con- 
cerned with the execution of foreign pdlicy 
through the State Department, the Mutual Se- 
curity Administration and the Panama Canal, 
which employs a surprising total of nearly 
19,000 (as compared with 20,000 who run TVA.) 

About 43,000 more work for quasi-military 
agencies such as the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the Selective Service System, or for agen- 
cies connected with the defense effort such as 
the Economic Stabilization Agency, which em- 
ploys 16,000, and the Defense Production Ad- 


* ministration, which gets by with 413. 


Thus after military affairs, veterans affairs, 
defense mobilization and foreign affairs are 
taken care of, the Government personnel de- 
voted to what might be called “normal” peace- 
time domestic affairs comes down to about 
420,000. That is slightly more than 16 per cent 
of the total employment. 

Of these, nearly three-fourths, or 306,000, are 
employed in cabinet departments. About 11,000 
work for old-line agencies such as the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and Federal Trade Com- 
mission. And about 105,000 are employed by 
agencies or departments established within the 
last 20 years to handle such new federal func- 
tions as social security (36,000 employes), hous- 
ing and home finance (12,318), the TVA (20,000) 
and the management of federal property through 
the General Services Administration (28,000). 

To sum it up: Of every 100 Government em- 
ployes, about 61 work for military agencies, de- 
fense agencies, or veterans’ agencies; 20 work 
for the Post Office; 13 work for cabinet depart- 
ments, one works for the old-line agencies, and 
five work for the New Deal agencies.

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Decision Against Sheriff Hill 

Republican Circuit Judge Quentin Spivey has 
declared Democratic Sheriff Max L. Hill the 
loser in the 1950 race for Sheriff in St. Clair 
county. He has done so by throwing out the 
ballot in two Democratic areas—Centerville and 
Brooklyn. By throwing out these ballots, Judge 
Spivey changes Sheriff Hill's margin of 306 
votes to an even closer margin, 284 votes, for the 
1950 Republican nominee, Ed Lehman. 

For two years Sheriff Hill has worked hard at 
the job of enforcing law against organized gam- 
bling. He has conducted raids and he has talked 
to tavern operators to persuade many not to 
attempt to flout the law. Slot machines have 
appeared at times but not for long. Those who 
know how flagrant law violation has- been in 
St. Clair county in the past know the difference 
under Max Hill. 

This has made a lot of politicians—both Demo- 
crats and Republicans—sore. The bipartisan 
crowd made up their minds to get Sheriff Hill. 
The close margin provided them with one oppor- 
tunity. This is not to say that he has been 
counted out after holding office for two years. 
About that not even the citizens of St. Clair 
county can know yet. If Sheriff Hill appeals 
this decision, as he doubtless is contemplating, 
the whole. situation should be much further 
illuminated. |

Nobody Loves a Commuter

Across the country major cities face similar and growing problems 
of mass transportation; commuters are turning to autos, which gets 
them in vast traffic jams; meanwhile transit systems are growing 
more costly; survey shows how this is happening in 11 cities. 


From Business Week 


Every working day, 2,000,000 Americans 
swarm out of their suburban homes. By 
train, bus, and automobile they head for 
jobs in the city. And every. night they 
pour back to their homes again. 

A Business Week survey shows this two- 
a-day mass migration is fast becoming Pub- 
lic Probiem No. 1 for a dozen big cities 
from coast to coast. It’s not so much a 
problem of how many commute as how 
they commute. 

In midtown New York, crosstown auto 

traffic moves at an average of about six 
miles per hour — 
horsedrawn Carriages 
50 years ago aver- 
aged 11 miles per 
hour. These figures 
were cited recently 
by E.E. Kearns, man- 
ager of the urban 
traffic division of 
General Electric Co. 
The same thing is 
happening in every 
city with a big subur- 
ban population. 

This is a fairly sew 
problem. Twenty 
years ago, most com- 
muters traveled in 
buik—on railroad trains and high-capacity 
interurban cars. Today, most commuters 
travel in smaller units—busses and private 
autos. Reasons for this shift are easy to 


spot: 

Cities and states have spent billions of 
dollars on new express highways, bridges, 
parking areas—all attracting more com- 
muters to the highway from the railway. 

Railroads insist they lose money on 
short-haul commuter service, and they’ve 
done little to hold onto their commuter 
patronage. 


Welded to the Wheel 


Many new suburban developments have 
been far from rail lines, forcing their 
residents to take to the road. 

Americans generally are so wedded to 
the wheel that driving to work—traffic 
jams or not—is the line of least resistance. 

The result is a financial snarl, a popula- 
tion trend, a marketing shift, and a traffic 
jam all rolled into one. So many interests 


are involved that it will take a co-ordinated — 


attack on the problem to do any good. 
Broadly, here’s how the problem hits: 

Cities suffer from the endless cost of 
building highways, bridges, tunnels and 
parking projects. Business is lost and 
realty values depressed by traffic conges- 
tion. Transit systems are overloaded by 
out-of-town, nontaxable workers. 

Suburbs attract new residents in propor- 
tion to the quality of the transportation 
they can offer. Today, people can't get to 
and from their jobs as fast or as comfort- 
ably as they did 20 years ago. Deprecia- 
tion of commuting service leads directly to 
depreciation of realty values. 

Carriers must reconcile rising costs of 
operation with the reluctance or inability 
of commuters to pay higher fares. Rail- 
roads—and some bus lines—are continual- 
ly trying to divest themselves of money- 
losing suburban routes. 
Crisis in Commuting 

Businesses have a stake both as employ- 
ers and as shippers. Poor transportation 
brings up personnel: problems: tardiness, 
low morale, maybe even loss of employes. 


Yet, as shippers, companies are complain-

ness Week reporters found: 

Besten pioneered public ownership of 
suburban transit. Fourteen cities and vil- 
lages are grouped in the Metropolitan 
Transit Authority, which operates the 
rapid transit, streetcars, and busses. Oper- 
ating deficts ‘($5,400,000 in 1951) are pro-

proportion to use of the system. Boston 
is estimated to have about 240,000 com- 
muters; most still use M.T.A. routes, but 
15 per cent have shifted to automobiles 
since 1940. 


New York has about 350,000 commuters 
from outside the city, according to Region- 
al Plan Association. The study showed an 
increase of only 19 per cent in commuting 
since 1930, though the number of subur- 
ban households gained 50 per cent in the 
same period. Rail commuting dropped 
from 263,200 to 239,350, despite a huge 
increase on the Island Railroad— 
from 47,600 to 75,000. Bus and auto 
commuting gained from 38,050 to 118,400. 


Cars Parked at Dawn 


Philadelphia moves about 85,000 com- 
muters from outside the city, 50,000 of 
them by automobile. Train schedules are 
being cut. Traffic congestion is increasing, 
though one street-widening project (Vine 
street) helps New Jersey commuters. 

Washington knows the complexion of its 
commuting force but not its total—100,000 
would be a fair guess. A 1948 study shows 
57 per cent commute by automobile, 39 
per cent by streetcar, bus and train (the 
last almost negligible), 3 per eent by taxi- 
cab, one per cent afoot. Bus, streetcar 
and cab fares have all been increased late- 
ly. The city has the advantage of wide 
streets, well-spaced government buildings; 
yet auto commuters find it necessary to 
seize parking spaces at dawn, finishing 
their sleep in their parked cars. 


Pittsburgh is bucking downtown traffic 
congestion and rising fares on busses and 
streetcars. «Railroads are trying to elimi- 
nate commuter runs, though they’re rapid- 
ly dieselizing to cut costs. The city is 
spending $9,000,000 to build five parking 
garages downtown. 


Cleveland depends heavily on two 
streetcar lines, five bus lines, and private 
autos. Railroad commuting is almost nil. 
Fare increases on public transportation 
send more people to autos. 


Detroit is strongly pro-auto, though the 
Grand Trunk Railroad made a 25 per cent 
gain this winter, thanks to wretched driv- 
ing conditions following snowstorms. 
Grand Trunk has hit capacity in handling 
4000 commuters a day: Greyhound bus 
lines carry. 25,000 commuters; the uncount- 
ed others go by automobile. 


St. Louis Expressway 


Chicage moves half its commuters by 
rapid transit, streetcar and bus. Railroads 
and one interurban line carry about 15 per 
cent of the total; the rest use autos, There's 
been a big shift from streetcar and bus to 
auto since 1948. 

St. Louis estimates it has 165,000 auto 
commuters, 115,000 using bus or streetcar. 
The city is talking seriously about a Metro-

It tends to 
spread the view that the Commu- 
nist world is ready to talk while 
the West says no. The underlying 
aim of the conference will be to 
Stress that if only all this wicked 
rearmament could be called off, 
and with it the controls imposed 
largely at the urging of the 
United States, the currents of 
trade could flow freely and every- 
body would be happy. 


As essentially false as this is, 
it will nevertheless apeal to 
Western European delegations 
that go to Moscow in spite of the 
frowns of their governments. 

For us in the West this debate 
should cause the most solemn re- 
flection. It suggests the delicate 
business of timing—when is West- 
em strength to be at such a level 
that there will be no fear of sit- 
ting down around a conference 
table? 

In the meantime, behind the in- 
scrutable barrier of Russian cen- 
sorship and the wall of security 
regulations in this country the 
armaments race goes on. It is in 
terms of weapons that are literal- 
ly more awful in their potentiali- 
ties than atomic weapons.

FISENHOWER FAVORED 
BY WASHINGTON POST 


Newspaper Breaks Precedent, 
Backs Candidate First Time 
Under Present Ownership.

WASHINGTON, March 24— 
The Washington Post, which has 
not supported a presidential can- 
didate since its present owner- 
ship began in 1933, broke its prec- 
edent today and announced sup- 
port of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. 

In an editorial, the Post says: 

“As an independent newspaper 
in the nation’s capital, the Wash- 
ington Post has not made a prac- 
tice of supporting political can- 
didacies. . . . However... 80 
momentous is the 1952 decision 
that we feel the necessity at this 
time of declaring our own posi- 
tion. We stand for Eisenhower.” 

Declaring the American people 
want a “thoroughgoing sweep,” 
not just “a swap of professional 
politicians in the executive seats,” 
the: editorial continued: “They 
want a house-cleaning, but they 
want brand-new leadership, and 
the best available for fulfilling 
our role as world leader. How 
otherwise explain the remarkable 
support for Eisenhower through- 
out the country?” 

“The immediate challenge,” the 
editorial said, “is to see that the 
popular revolt against the profes- 
sional politicians and the demand 
for a new broom wielded by 
Eisenhower is not frustrated by 
private deals on the part of the 
backroom boys.” 

The Post, since it was acquired 
by Eugene Meyer, has been re- 
garded as generally pro-Repub- 
lican, but has supported many of 
the policies of the Roosevelt and 
Truman Administrations, and 
strongly so in foreign affairs and 
civil liberties.

HE sitter has become a part of this nation’s way of life. 

She is a necessary member of the household. Mothers 

must have time out occasionally. Fathers are entitled to 
the company of the mothers on a night out. A change of rou- 
tine, some fun, is essential to the health and the spirit of 
both and somebody’ must take over the care of the children 
on these occasions. 

Then, too, every family faces emergencies. Father. or 
mother, or both, are called away because of illness or death 
in the family group. Again the sitter is an absolute necessity. 
But who will it be?

IT MUST BE SOMEBODY the children know and like. 
To bring a stranger into the house when mother goes out is 
something no child can take easily. The fact of mothet’s 
leaving him is in itself a great trial to which he has diffi- 
culty in adjusting himself. Add to that the presence of this 
stranger from whom he does not know what to expect and 
the result is a mess. 

If at all possible, a mature relative, one the children 
love, is the best choice. All will go as well as can be ex- 
pected in a mother’s ansence if a beloved aunt or Granny is 
in charge. But they are not always available. In that case 
it is well to look ahead, find somebody that seems suitable, 
introduce her to the family and ask her to come in now and 
then for a couple of hours so that'the children can become 
accustomed to her and she to them. By this plan the sitter 
learns the ways of the household and the temperament and 
habits of the children.

IF THE CHILDREN do not like this person—and they may 
not—lodk for another and keep looking until a suitable one 
is found. Then hold on to her. Make her a friend of the 
family. Treat her as such. She is a precious asset to the 
household and is entitled to the consideration, to the affec- 
tion, her place merits. 

Once found, the sitter is to wield the authority of the 
mother. This will be quite safe if the right person has been 
selected. She, knowing the children and the routine of the 
household, will not run counter to the ideas of the children, 
who, knowing she knows, will not be likely to try to do the 
things which are not usually permitted. 

Put a trustworthy, experienced person, familiar with the 
ways of the household, in charge of the children. This is 
no place, no time, for introdueing a stranger.

make a recording of it. When you 
play it back, if you’re like most 
people, your first words will be, 
“I don’t sound like that!”

In most localities today it’s pos- 
sible to find a shop‘where your 
voice can be recorded very rea- 
sonably.

It was discovered as 
a happy accident beginning in 
1929. - oe gee Stewart and 
Duran-Reynals noticed that cow- 
pox virus infection devéloped 
quickest when injected into the 
testes of rabbits. Then they tried 
injecting a testis extract into the 
skin before and with the virus. 
Again the infection spread un- 
usually fast. 

Basic science research on it 
ran along quietly for 17 years 
before any practical applications 
occurred. Its present uses 
wouldn’t be possible without the 
persistent work of the basie sci- 
entists. Their experiments with it 
still offer future discoveries about 
whole groups of diseases.

The first thought in planning 
for children outdoors is safety. 

Isolate the play area from au- 
tomobiles. Fences can do this. 
They can screen and control the 
clutter. But they should not hide 
the area from the watchful eye 
of mother i the kitchen or the 
bedroom. . 

The ideal spot for playing 
would have both sun and shade, 
storage for toys, convenience to 
toilet and washing facilities. This 
may sound like a “dream” play- 
ground but it can .be a reality 
easier than you think.

Hus- 
bands and wives learn to know 
each other better and enjoy their 
children more, making something, 
working on hobbies, and playing 
games. 

Adults are not so different 
from children in enjoyment of 
games. The backyard can be a 


perfect recreative room for en- 
rs your friends and neigh- 
rs. 

Shuffleboard, croquet, table 
tennis, horseshoes, darts and 
many other games can “make” 
a backyard party. They are easy 
to build or inexpensive buy. 

Music from a high fidelity 
speaker installed under the eaves 
or a portable radio will double 
the outdoor pleasures.

You will get circula- 
tion if you provide a high exit 
for warm air and a low entrance 
for cool air in your rooms.

the door will alse do the trick. 

If your ceilings are hot, this 
is the time to improve the ven- 
tilation in your attic. You may do 
it by simply removing the ex- 
cessive screening or louvers on 
the attic openings or perhaps you 
need an attic fan. You can lay 
reflective foil insulation on the 
attic floor or tack it shiny side 
up to the underside of the roof. 

If the walls of your house are 
warm, it is because the outside 
walls are unprotected from the 
blazing summer sun. Vine cov- 
ered trellises on the walls will 
keep it cooler. 

If you windows let in the heat, 
drawing the blinds will not help 
much. The heat has already en- 
tered the room by the time it 
strikes the shade. 

Awnings, porches and trellises 
on the outside will shade the 
window and trap the heat. There 
is a new window screen on the 
market that not only keeps out 
insects but deflects heat as well. 
Remember, it’s the afternoon sun 
that really heats the house. 

The morning sun through the 
east windows doesn’t affect the 
room temperature much. The 
high noon sun through the south 
windows is not so bad, because 
the sun’s rays hit the windows at 
a sharp angle, don’t penetrate far 
into the room. It is the west side 
of the house in the afternoon that 
needs most attention. 

Color tan help, too. White paint 
on the outside walls will deflect 
heat. Cool colors inside will make 
you feel more comfortable. 

A good fan will circulate the 
air inside the rooms and give lo- 
cal comfort.

The “Impeccable” in Dress and

HE reader who asks for the 
T origin of this word brings up 

a comparison with “immacu- 
late,” the question being whether 
one who is “impeccably dressed” 
is thus described as being neatly 
or cleanly dressed.

“Impeccable” is composed of 
the prefix plus “peccare,” to err 
or sin—thus not sinning. Skelton, 
the old English author, wrote in 
the literal sense, “God is infalli- 
ble, impeccable, and absolutely 
perfect.” After this, no explana- 
tion is necessary of the word’s 
application in the sense of an 
“impeccable” character —a char- 
acter without sin. However, it re- 
quired some imagination to de- 
scribe one carefully dressed— 
sometimes going so far as to im- 
ply the height of fashion—as 
“impeccable.”

You can buy 
trellises for the space outside 
your windows with louvers that 
can be adjusted to the sun, but 
trellises with vines are self-regu- 
lating and never go out of order. 

In the summer, when the sun 
is strong, the vines are full and 
green. In the winter when the 
sun is weak the leaves are gone 
and light enters the windows. 
Shrubs along the walks or walls 
of the house cast low shade. Grass 
areas help keep a yard cool be- 
cause they absorb, do not reflect, 
heat. 

You can build shade onto your 
house, by extending the roof over- 
hang, adding a porch or putting 
latticed “eyebrows” just over the 
west windows. You can build 
shade im your yard with an arbor, 
a shelter or a fence. 

The tent was one of man’s 
earliest shelters from the sun. 

Canvas keeps out the sun and 
lets in the air. It still makes 
colorful, light weight awnings 
over windows and on your fa- 
vorite lawn chair. A garden um- 
brella is really a movable awning 
that makes shade wherever you 
want it. 

New materials such as rattan 
and aluminum venetian blinds can 
make shade in your yard that is 
both flexible and low-cost, 

Remember there are days when 
it is hotter in New York or New 
Orleans or St. Louis than in the 
Congo or Sumatra. 

Be sure to move outdoors this 
summer, but keep cool in your 
outdoors shade ang in your in-
